A meeting of the Students' Forum 
Discussion Group was held last 
evening in the Grill Room of the 
Unlooi The subject under dlseu» 
slon was "Can our curriculum at 
McGlll be Improved?" About fif- 
teen students attended the meeting. 

Interest centred . on the manner 
In which courses are presented at 
the unlvenlties, McGlll in particU' 
lar. Ttte consensus of opinion at 
the meeting was against the près 
ent system wherein the ' emphasis 
Is laid on prepared lectures. Over-

It was felt that a 
larger' stafi; more highljr.pald, with 
a decreased Individual teaching 
load wa? the most imperative re 
quirement at this time.

Executive Council as representa- 
tive, Jay Jackson was elected presi- 
dent.

Canada has but recently entered the field of in- 
ternatioiral'SdpcrisalesmaBship,' and it is somc- 
timc's dtfffcult'ta find'colbrful; vivid 'and .char- 
actèHstc factors about Cahada-which will paint 
a correct picture'- of ' this- country in tiie minds

TodayytwithHhousaffds^of'mcn'reliirhing^aftcr 
many an eventful year spent' outside Canada', rti 
surpKsingly large" number of them arc turning- 
t'o'tHe fields ofradid "and" jbùmàlism as a- liveli- 
hood. After the fundamentals of these professions 
have been leamt; many of' these men- begin) to- 
rdalizë> how great a* task- tho"' newspapers and 
riadib'H'ave lo fulfil' in Canada both" for interioi'"' 
consumption and for abroad. 

WilH' the war Canada has suddenly become 
a fnr greater nation than' she has ever been be- 
fore. Her war effort, her irtduslrinl>and agricul- 
tural' evolulioHj haVd cértàiilly w'aYranled a 
t'renidndoijs st'ep- forw'ardi Tlie question' noiv 
nViytfs wlietlier Canadians Have acquired nn in- 
tellectual outlook equal and proportional to the 
material' advances of their country. It is quite 
natural that no miracles can bo expected; and' 
that many a Canadian has only just begun- to- 
\fiàlfe' ù^" to" the rcaliiratibn' that" his country is a 
riiajor force in world affairs. 

It is now up to the newspapers and the radio 
to help Canadians towards becbming aware of 
their Country's change of status; beyond that, it 
is up' to' thfem' to briftg to' the attention of the 
«Forttf tlîë fàc't tlîàt; fiqtlr Canada and Canadians 
have undergone and are uriderprig à great; 
change. 

Many a Canadian radio-atfd newspaperman 
h'is realised tH'a£ this tremendous task lies be- 
fore him. But no sooner has he set himself this 
task thtfn' IW bégins to wonder how such an in- 
tângliblé fâcfèr can be transformed into practi- 
cal aspécts df ridid and hewspaper^;work. At.his 



disposal arc the two'^odei]n lnstrumentS'of. pub- 
lic information, and sducation, but how is- he to 
use them; to. "sell" Ca\nada to Canadians and to 
tho rest of the. world? 'How-, is. he to "highlight" 
the daily events taking.T)laoe-in.this-country in 
a way which, will make: it clear that Canada 
has -attained-nationhood?!* 

Coming ;back-jfromr.^yelfu-8> spent ovcrrseas, his 
first, reaction^i will bo - to« compare- Oanada.to 
Europe^ This is' a' dangerous trap into: which 
many arc prone- to fall. In > doing: so;, he- finds 
that Canada- does- not heât- comparieon. with 
Europe. Fori many hundreds- of years, that con- 
,tinent'. has-' changed': and. developed under the 
greatest possible intellectual and polilicnl stress 
and has- thus attained a' stfii£ of. maturity to 
Iwhichv Canada!- can- not: possibly, measure up: 
Moreoverj many national groups have lived, in 
Europe under- the constant* pressure of political 
conflict, thus< producing,. Af' njpcessity,. many 
aspccts'of a-nalional culttirc:- 

"With growing horror and disappointment 
.Canada's "national salesman" looks about him, 
and'', finds)' hisv country witlio'uti a'; national' cul 
turc of any kind; all he sees is a viist mass, of 
land obstructed: by a difficult climate andiliamp 
ered by a national inferiority compkx. How is 
he to show that this country is a nation when he 
is unable to find any plausible intelieotual pegs 
■whereupon- to hartg' his^ arguments? Maybo^ ho 
begins to think, this is^ all wron^. maybe this 
country lias not reached' nationhood and is 
merely vast and enipty. ■\Vfrventijre'to!5By that 
he* would be wrong>in thinking- such tboughtSi 

Ifl Canada^ is'comparcci' withiEuropo or even 
•the- United' Stateis) it- is- quile^ possible that the 
comparison is' bleak. But" such a compiarison is 
;quite iinpossiblo for the reasons outlineid above. 
Canada- has' developed in a completely difcfrcnt 
;spherc thnni Europe. Thcro seems' no roason- on 
earth why wo shouhh be ashamed of that fact. 
Her national picture is based- on historical, 
gèbgrapliioàl' and' cultural' factors entirely differ- 
ent to those of any other nation. 

AVhen a- radio program- or a-, newspaper is 
atlenipting: to' paint a fair picture of Cana'da-s 
development, it mmt point to tho vtfiy'a'bséncc 
of the usual types of media- to wliicH- a change 
; can ordinarily lie att ribtiied: It ia iiot necessarily 
to our credit wlicn'. o»ir country, has achieved 
something which is comparable to another na- 
tion; iir vory diffcïoncd may be fnr more credit- 
able. \ , . > 

The function of today's radio and newspaper 
in Canada is then, to point to tho differences 
that make Canada a nation. There is no future 
iii appologiring for a lack of similarities with 
otlîer nations, or of copitalizing on a few inconse- 
quential points of similarity. ' . 

Tt is to be hoped that Canada's foreign broad- 
casts will realize this fact. It is quite, evident 
that dbmestio informatibri servicers have not done 
so. If the International Service of tho CBC has 
advanced beyond local standards, it might be 
wôll if listeners at homo could be given an oppor- 
tunity to hear a little about their country, des- 
cribed by people -who have, we hopo, tired of 
hollow phrases aiid have advanced to clear and 
unpretentious thought. — C. "VV.

All during the Fifth. Symphony, 
he sat at- ease, arms^ Jolded; listen- 
ing.

A CHmCJEB SMTCH

For*, me it, -was all very, exciting. 
After-^o, months oLpre-cnUstment 
leave, -there remained' only a. mat- 
ter of hours and I would board 
the trsin for Toronto Manning 
Depot Th&i same restlessness, 
that- had: already swept hundreds 
pf thousands of young, men into 
thc' vorbex of war preparation, 
hurried, my movements towards de- 
parture. I; ran into thc shop where 
my father was pressing my trousers. 

"Are my pants reqdy yet, pa?" 
I asked. 

T^en I stopped with a shock of 
wonder and surprise. My. father 
was crying. 'WMh I^oth elbows 'on 
the pressingi board, b^d- In hands, 
he was crying as a man cries' on 
raro occasions, w^lth few tears and 
thc sobs breaking through only 
with, difficulty. 

, "Hey, what's thb all about "What 
are. you crying - for?" I asked 
lauobingly. 

'H0' wiped: away a. tear, sighed 
hcavUy, and started pressing again. 
Then, .between his sobs, he man- 
aged to speak in Yiddish. 

"I was just thiiiking, this might 
be the last pair of pania I will 
press for you." 

\ I laughed again, but a series of 
thrills ran through me. 

"Don't be silly, pa. Til ^e back 
before you know Jt. Why I'll bo 
in Toronto for a Jfew months and 
may even get home for a week-end 
soon." . . 

The needle dug deeply Into the 
disc of memory, and remembrance 
of that moment has always given 
mo that somo psychological shock 
and, that same warm sensation 
towards my father which I then 
experienced. 

I wonder how many of us know 
what our fathers are really like— 
■whether they are happy, as the days 
and; years fly by, or whether their 
lives are a continuing experience 
of irritation and corrosive frustra- 
tion. 

Wc have often heard the expres- 
.sion, "tho people," or "tho common 
jieople." and have sometimes won- 
dered just who these "people" were. 
M should like to tell you about my 
father, because he is, I am sure, 
I one of these "people" so often mcn- 
>tioned, especially In the political 
•catn>paigns in every country of the 
iwopid where there are political 
ctampalgns. ' 

He -was born' in a small village 
near Kiev, Bussia, in 1000. His par- 
ertls wero not woH to do, his school- 
ing was brief, and no sooner did he 
rea\;h the age of 17, when tho Tsar's 
decaees drafted him for service In 
the "World War which had already 
been^raging for three years. To look 
at him now, you would think him 
thc last man on earth to be found 
on a battlefield. Short, self- 
conscious and shy. his actions or 
speech iiarely aggressive, he spends 
his days quietly as all tailors' do, 
at the machine or pressing Iron. 
Yet, he experienced the horrors of 
war and almost lost his right leg 
to a sniper's bullet. 

The war of/er. and chao!; In Rus- 
sia, be met the woman who was 
to., become my mother. We always 
iiave a good laiigh every time she 
tells us how he proposed to htr. 
He came to her one day and asked, 
"Freda, if a boy like me would 
ask you, 'Will you lake roe just 
thc way I am,' (he meant with 
absolutely- no material possessions), 
what woitl<f you say7' My mother 
said "yes." they . put. nothing, and 
nothing to-gether aiid wero married. 
Conditions in Russia became worse, 
North America with her doors 
wide open to Immigration, "the 
land of golden opportunity," looked 
promising, and in 1923, my mother, 
dad and myself, (I stole Into the 
picture In Russia), landed at Que' 
bee city. 

My father worked a number of 
years for a tailor in Ottawa where 
we finaUy settled down. Thc great 
depression of 1929 brought a series 
of wage cuts In my father's pay 
envelope. With a wife and three 
children to support, (two Canadian 
editioair- had ma'de their appear- 
ance), he decided to go Into busi- 
ness for himself at the- height of 
the depression period. I can still 
remember the day the first custo- 
mer came in. Ho tucked his shirt 
in, tightened his belt, wiped his 
mouth with his shirt sleeve and 
walked Into the shop. The rest of 
us watched, throui(h a crack in the 
door, his first transaction-r a new 
seat for a pair of trousers. 

-y^e lived at the back of the store, 
the times wore bad, business was 
bad, and income never even came 
close to 'expenditures. Life was a 
struggle, family life was difficult 
My mother worked hard to keep 
it running as smoothly as possible. 



At times It was impossible. Worn 
out and nerves on edge, she would 
sometimes nag my father and com- 
plain of her lot. It was difficult 
to blame her. He used to take it 
all silently. Anger was not a part 
of his. quiet code of living. But 
anger, aroused In a simple man, is 
terrible and brief in lU Intensity. 
I saw. hlni really angry only once. 
Something ipy mother said, at tho 
dinner table, penetrated his reserve 
and Ignited him. Anger, fierce and 
white-hot, brought him to his feet 
the veins, charged with bloodi 
standing out on his orms and fore- 
head. He picked up the dinner 
plate, smashed it into a thousand 
pieces on the floor, and went back 
into tho shop. They did not speak 
to each other for a few days ^nd 
It was a week before the situation 
was normal again. 

I used to sit with my father, just 
outside the store, on cool summer 
evenings, and wo talked of many 
things. Ho told mo that Canada 
was a good country. No one both- 
ered you, and if you only wanted 
to work, you could work your way 
up. And ho has Justified his claims. 
The comingiof thc second 'World 
War boomed the Canadian economy 
and Its effects reached thc smallest 
business man. thc. lowest strata o( 
working society, it seons Ironical 
that it should take a war to give 
the "working people" their first 
taste of lull employment, and ade- 
quate wage Incomes to supply them 
with their minimum rcquiremcnt£, 
and at least a taste of something 
more. If it took a war to do this, 
it also took long hours of work, 
and if my father did buy a car and 
make a down payment on a triplet, 
the car and tho triplex are his, by 
sweat and toll. Now In their forties, 
my mother and father are at last 
beginning to enjoy a miich more 
satisfactory life. ' 

My father's world Is small. The 
shop and the homo fill his days 
abnost completely. In the summer, 
the car has given him now and 
undreamed-of satisfactions. His en- 
joyments are simple. A theatre once 
a week, a Pepsl-Cola to break the 
afternoon's work. His philosophy 
is simple, "live and let live," and 
his rich sense of. htunor conquers, 
almost at once, all who meet him. 

Is he happy? I think he is. His 
life Js full— a wife, three boys. 23, 
19 an4 15, a homo, a ca^, ^ regular 
and adequate income. You can meet 
him, if you like, at 523 Bank Street 
in Ottawa. He will greet you with 
a warm, friendly smile, his hair un- 
ruly, his shirt sleeves rolled up. his 
collar awry. 

I wouldn't bo a bit surprised if 
he is pressing someone's trousers 
right nowl
